The real problem with this story is 
the fact that the problem should have 
been settled some few years ago. Had 
it been properly concluded, you would 
not be reading this story now, and the 
present upheaval would not exist. Will 
all this cost you, the taxpayer, extra 
money before it’s all over? Most likely 
it will, one way or another! | 
“She has complete control! Right 
now, she’s got complete control. She’s 
got control of the Finance Department, 
and she’s got control of everything!”’ 
That was one of the many remarks 
made to The Romulus News about 
Mayor McAnally with regard to a com- 
puter that is supposed to be in the 
‘Treasurer's Office, and, according to 
Lewkowicz, Is still not there — at least 
not all of it. | 
It seems that sometime around 
‘April of 1985, the City approved the let- 
ting of bids for a computer system for 
the entire City government, including 
the: Treasurer's Office. Consultants 
were called into City Hall to determine 
the computer needs of each depart- 
ment so that City business could be 
handled more efficiently. According to 
the Mayor, it was intended that this 
equipment would be installed in the 
-most important offices first, and that 
included, of course, the Treasurer's 
Office. Lewkowicz, however, refused

computers, according to McAnally and 
several City Council members, and 
even refused to admit the Department 
of Public Works (DPW), which was to 
begin the initial installation process, 
into his office. Since they could get no 
information from Lewkowicz pertain- 
ing to his computer needs, the con- 
sultants estimated them to the best of 
their ability, and this equipment was 
included in the original bid.

said. When asked who ‘they’ were, he 
replied, “I’m talking about the Mayor, 
the Council and, at that particular time, 
it was Bob Plank who was the admin- 
istrator. He had to approve putting In 
the plugs, putting in the drawers for 
the new computer, and everything 
seemed to drag on indefinitely, and 
you could get nothing done.”

ey is not wastefully spent on materials 


not priced competitively.) 

When Lewkowicz proposed this 
idea to City Council, Junior Block 
obliged him by making amotion for the 
equipment to be let out for bid, even 
though Council had been assured by 
City attorneys that it was perfectly 
legal for them to extend the original 
bid. But then Lewkowicz added a fur- 


- ther stipulation which caused them to 


withdraw the motion and refer the 
matter to the Mayor's Office for 
recommendation. 

It seems that Mr. Lewkowicz had 
communicated with acompany which 
guaranteed to match the lowest bid 
proposed by those responding to the 
closed bid. He wanted Council to give 
the bid to this company, based on this 
method of ‘price fixing.’ 

This, however, is not legal. In a 
closed bid, no one is Supposed to know 
what the other companies bid — this 
ensures fair, competitive bidding. Mr. 
Lewkowicz, however, was recommend- 
ing a procedure which would have al- 
lowed a particular company to know 
what the other bids were, match the 
lowest one, and so be guaranteed the 
contract — definitely unfair and illegal!

A BLATANT LIES

| have been given the opportunity to 
respond to the statements and accu- 
sations made by Mr. John Lewkowicz 
in taped interviews with the editor of 


The Romulus News, Mr. Dave Atkins. 


| would first like to bring to the 
readers’ attention that the matters 
about to be discussed have been rais- 
ed by Mr. Lewkowicz in interviews held 
unofficially, not in my presence, and 
they are not part of the public record. 

| am truly distressed to hear the 
statements of the Treasurer as he at- 
tempts the slander and false accusa- 
tions that he has historically used to 
get himself elected to office. Not once 
does he tell of his accomplishments 
during the past four years; instead, he 
reaches into the murky past to raise 
long-settled matters and problems 
which were actually created by him 
and which he apparently believes no 
one remembers. The Treasurer falsely 
accuses me and the City Council of il- 
legally transferring 2.4 million dollars 
from the Water and Sewer Debt Service 
to the General Fund, while | held the 
office of Treasurer from 1979 through 
1983. 

The truth is that the transfers ap- 
parently in question were made in 1974 
when John Lewkowicz was Treasurer. 
The actual amounts we assume that 
Lewkowicz refers to are $2,126,536.00 
and it is his signature that appears on 
the checks that accomplished those 
transfers. The Mayor at that time, Mr. 
Terry Troutt,-was advised by legal 
counsel that the use of the surplus 
funds was indeed legal. 

And how did the surplus funds oc- 
cur in the first place? Records show 
that the Water Board and Township 
Board had overcharged the residents 
for years for Water and Sewer Debt 
Service. Not only did they overcharge 
the people, they allowed the funds to 
be siphoned off to ‘administration’ of 
the system, which added unlevied rev- 
enue to the Township Treasury. 

At the same time, huge surplus had 
accumulated in these funds, which 
were lying in accounts with the banks 
and County. Mr. Lewkowicz and Mr. 
Jimmie Raspberry were both members 
of the Township Board and Water 
Board that overcharge people. 


In 1974, Mayor Troutt reduced the 
levy for Water and Sewer Debt Service

McAnally 


by more than half, added the millage to 
the General Fund levy, still not exceed- 
ing the Charter limitation of 10 mills, 
and used the surplus to create Elmer 
Johnson Park, Merriman Park and 
Henry Ruff Park. And, Mr. Lewkowicz 
was the Treasurer who made the 
transfers. 

Then, Mr. Lewkowicz tells us in his 
taped interview that the Finance De- 
partment worked for him in 1974, 1975, 
1976 and 1977. If so, then the responsi- 
bility for the misapplication of the 1.5 
mills to be levied for Water Debt, and 
the 1.5 mills that should have been 
levied for Sewer Debt is clearly his, be- 
Cause it was during those years that 
the deficit was created in one fund and 
a corresponding surplus was created 
in the other, as the entire 3 mills was 
attributed to the Water Fund, none to 
Sewer. Remember, Lewkowicz says he 
was in charge at that time! 

In 1979, John Lewkowicz was elect- 
ed to City Council, as was Mr. Jimmie 
Raspberry, who was also a member of 
the Township Board that had illegally 
overcharged the people for Water and 
sewer Debt Service before Romulus 
was incorporated into a City. Together, 
they challenged the City’s transfers for 
parks (which occurred while Lewko- 
wicz was Treasurer) and, through the 
Attorney General, forced then-Mayor 


- Oakley to repay the Sewer account’s 


money that had been incorrectly attrib- 
uted to Water Debt. The Attorney Gen- 
eral, thoroughly confused, ruled that 
the City must make these amounts up 
from the General Fund. The General 
Fund is supported in part by your tax- 
es, SO we paid twice for the Sewer Debt 
due to Mr. Lewkowicz and Mr. Rasp- 
berry, both of whom were responsible 
for the problem in the first place. 
Now, after robbing the people time 
after time, they now claim that the 
corrections were never made. That 
statement is a blatant lie that is proved 
false not only by the record but by the 
audits and the internal control docu- 
ments of the City. In fact, the last 
transfer to finalize the directive of the 
Municipal Finance Commission, as 
agreed to by Mayor Oakley and the At- 
torney General, was accomplished in 
1984, when once again John Lewko- 
wicz was Treasurer, and he doesn’t 
even know he processed the payment!

Antique, Authentic: An object hav- 
ing a special value because of its age, 
especially a work of art or handicraft 
that is over 75 years old. (Immigration 
has changed the qualifying age from 
100 years to 75 years.) 

Antique Gallery: A building or hall 
in which artistic work is displayed, 
such as a museum or a building that 
works of art are sold from. 

Antique Shop: Should be a shop 
with items that are 75 years old or old- 
er. All items on display should be for 
sale and are usually the property of 
the shop owner. (Beware of ‘reproduc- 
tions’ and ‘collectables’ now being 
sold in some antique shops.) 

Antique Show: A lavish display of 
all types of antiques inside a hall, large 
building or hotel suite. Promoters of 
antique shows insist all dealers witha 
booth have genuine antiques or they 
are not allowed a space in the show. 
Most items at a show belong to the 
person selling them and have high 
prices to offset the show cost. (A few 
reproductions or fakes can slip in.) 

Auction Gallery: A building hous- 
ing art and antiques on display before 
they are to be auctioned to the public- 
at-large. 

Auction House: A building used for 
a public sale in which all items are sold 
to the highest bidder the same way an 
outside auction is held. Merchandise 
for auction can be either all auctioneer 
owned and/or consignor owned. There 
are no outright sales. Consignors pay a 
commission agreed to before their 
merchandise is accepted for sale. (All 
items sold ‘as is’ — no returns.) 

Block Sales: Residents in a given 
radius get together on a predetermined 
day and time, display the merchandise 
they wish to sell and usually sell at a 
price both seller and buyer agree the 
item is worth. Normally all sales are 
final. 

Collectables: A term used to desig- 
nate an item that will be ‘tomorrow’s 
antique, such as Carnival Glass, De- 
pression, Deco, Nouveau, Hummels, 
etc. (This term is erroneously used 
more often than not.) 

Consignment Shop: Usually ashop 
where any type of merchandise is left 
for resale on a prearranged percentage 
basis. Shops can be specialty or gen- 
eral, insure or not, but all seem to want 
the seller to have his items priced be- 
fore leaving them for sale. 


Curio Shop: A shop that caters to 
unusual objects of art or bric-a-brac 
that is normally modern in. style and 
age. (Merchandise is both consignor 
and shop owned.) 


Flea Markets, Antique: Indoor or 
outdoor areas set aside for individuals 
or dealers and shop owners to set up 
their merchandise for the public to buy. 
Items offered for sale are usually an- 


tique or collectable and sold ‘as is,’ 
with all sales ‘final.’ (All sellers pay a 
booth rent. Buyers are sometimes 
charged an entrance fee.) | 

Flea Markets, General: Indoor or 
Outdoor areas set aside for anyone 
wanting to sell anything they wish to 
sell, buy or trade. All merchandise is 
sold ‘as is, and all sales are definitely 
‘final.’ (Sellers pay a booth rent and 
buyers normally don’t pay an entrance 
fee.) 

Garage Sales: Usually homeown- 
ers are selling their personal belong- 
ings for whatever price they can bar- 
gain for with the buyer. (Beware be- 
Cause all garage sales are not what 
they are advertised as. Some are out- 
lets for dealers to get rid of their mis- 
takes at prices far above garage-sale 
prices, and some are yearly setups for 
people who don’t want the overhead 
of a legitimate shop.) 

Hobby: A term used in antique cir- 
ccles to identify a collection of items 
that are not antiques or collectables 
such as Avon bottles, Jim Beam bot- 
tles, salt/peppers, matchbooks, and 
modern-day ‘anything’ collected for 
pleasure. 

House ‘Tag’ Sale: All items in the 
sale are supposed to belong to the 
owner of the house from which the 
sale is being conducted, have a price 
tag on them, and be reduced by a cer- 
tain percentage each day the sale is 
being held. Some house sales are con- 
ducted professionally, for which a fee 
is charged for an admission catalog 
and for the service rendered. (all sales 
are definitely ‘final’ and merchandise 
is ‘as is.’) 

Museums: Caretakers of items of 
historic interest and value that are not 
for sale. (Once in a while amuseum will 
have a fund-raiser sale.) 

Pawn Shop: A business operated 
by a pawnbroker who lends money for 
personal property left as security or 
trades items and cash for equal value 
with customers. Items can be old or 
new, but are not always accepted by 
the shop owner. 

Pickers: A person who attends 
auctions, flea markets, house sales, 
etc., for the sole purpose of buying 
something to resell to another buyer 
or shop for a profit to themselves. 


Resale Shops: Some specialize in 
antiques; most do not. Generally the 
ones with antiques deal with consign- 
ments, and those that have a general 
assortment of merchandise own the 
entire inventory. Prices are negotiable 
on 90% of all merchandise in resale 
shops. Items are sold ‘as is,’ with all 
sales final unless the item purchased 
iS guaranteed in writing. (When buy- 
ing or selling, one should frequent only 
shops that have been in business inthe 
same location for at least 10 years if 
antiques are your main interest.) 
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HERE'S TO YOUR HEALTH

One of the most significant and 
controversial areas in medicine today 
is birth control, or contraception. Con- 
traception is any method used by one 
of a couple to prevent pregnancy. Re- 
cently, several techniques have been 
devised that are reliable, safe and can 
be arranged to fit almost any couple’s 
needs. These methods include: the 
natural method, the pill, intrauterine 
devices, barrier methods, and steriliza- 
tion. The question, ‘Who should use 
birth control?’ often arises. Physicians 
should be non-judgemental, and ad- 
vise and care for anyone desiring birth- 
control methods. An unwanted, un- 
planned pregnancy is always a great 
hardship on those involved. 

The natural method includes the 
rhythm method and withdrawal. The 
rhythm method involves abstinence 
from sexual intercourse during that 
time when pregnancy is most likely. 
Since ovulation is irregular, the rhythm 
method frequently fails. Also, this in- 
volves frequent abstinence. A cycle 
should be plotted over several months 
and temperatures taken at the same 
time every day. Ovulation is usually 
associated with a slight increase in 
temperature, and usual//y occurs at 
the same time of the cycle. Also, there 
is a change in the female discharge 
during ovulation from thick and white 
to thin and clear. These changes are 
not always reliable, and the rhythm 
method, frankly, is not dependable. 

Withdrawal involves the removal of 
the sexual organ just before orgasm. 
This is unreliable and causes tension 
and anxiety during the sexual act. 

An intrauterine device is a small 
object that is inserted in the female 
uterus by a physician. This is very ef- 
fective, and no further contraceptive 
device is required. Like all the birth 
control methods, this has avery slight 
failure rate. These intrauterine devices 
should be checked and changed every 
one to two years by a physician. l|UDs 
are generally safe for most women, 
however, they should not be used in 
certain conditions. These conditions 
include: pelvic inflammatory disease, 
previous ectopic pregnancy, the use 
of steroids or cortisone-like drugs, an 
abnormal PAP smear, fibroid tumors, 
and pregnancy. |UD users have a slight- 
ly increased incidence of pelvic in- 
flammatory disease. Sometimes IUDs 
are associated with tubal obstruction 
and should be used with caution by 


~ 


women who are later planning more 
children. 

The pill is a commonly used, re- 
versible contraceptive method. There 
are two types of pill available: the com- 


‘bination and the progestogen-only 


pill. The combination includes syn- 
thetic estrogen and progestogene. This 
interferes with ovulation and changes 
the vagina. The progestogen-only pill 
prevents implantation of the fertilized 
egg and acts as a barrier to sperm. 
Both of these methods are very rell- 
able but do have a small percentage 
of failure. The combination pill causes 
a slight increase in the risk of heart 
disease and blood clots. Therefore, 
the combination pill is not recom- 
mended to patients who smoke or are 
over 35. 

The barrier method includes con- 
doms, diaphragms and spermicidal 
agents. The advantage of these meth- 
ods is that they can be used when the 
patient is sexually active, and need not 
be used when the patient is not active. 

The diaphragm is a soft rubber cup 
that is used to cover the entrance to 
the cervix. Prior to intercourse, it Is 
coated with a spermicidal jelly and in- 
serted. This provides amechanical and 


chemical barrier. These must be fitted 


by a physician, and checked every year 
to see that the fit continues to be ac- 
curate as the situation changes, es- 
pecially with pregnancy or significant 
weight changes. They also offer a 
minimal protection against sexually 
transmitted diseases. 

Recently, a diaphragm variation, 
the sponge contraceptive, has been 
approved. This is placed in the vagina 
before intercourse. 

Both the sponge and diaphragm 
should be left in place for six hours af- 
ter intercourse. 

Condoms, or rubbers, are highly 
effective against pregnancy, and help 
prevent the spread of sexually trans- 
mitted diseases. These are inexpen- 
sive and easily available. They are the 
most widely used contraceptive device 
in the world. They are even more effec- 
tive if used with a spermicidal agent, 
but, like all methods, they can fail. 

Spermicidal agents are cnemicats 
that are inserted in the vagina before 
intercourse. They kill sperm cells. They 
provide a barrier useful in combination 
with condoms or diaphragms. They, 
alone, have a moderately high failure 
level. 


Both male and female sterilization 
have become more common in recent 
years. They both require surgery and 
are considered permanent. Sometimes 
it is possible to reverse male steriliza- 
tion, or vasectomy. Rarely is it possible 
to reverse tubal ligation, a method of 
female sterilization. A hysterectomy 
causes female sterilization, but is not 
used for that purpose. Sterilization 
Should only be undertaken with the

course of care, help to get him well, 
and keep him happy at the same time. 

Sometimes there is some confu- 
sion as to just how much your insur- 
ance will cover. Basically, in an acci- 
dent or work-related injury, they are 
interested in you getting to what is 
called your ‘pre-accident condition’ — 
in other words, the way you acted or

understanding that it is a permanent 
change. 
The decision about which contra- 
ceptive device to use should be made 
by the physician and patient after par- 
ticular circumstances are considered. 
You should feel free to ask your physi- 
cian any questions which arise. The 
opinion of both partners should be 
considered. Both partners should take 
responsibility for sexual relations. 


felt before your injury. That means, for 
example, that if you had a bad back be- 
fore your accident, and the accident 
made it worse, then our responsibility 
to your insurance company is only to 
help you get to where you were before 
the injury. It seems like a hard thing to 
limit you to just what your immediate 
problem is, but if you consider this, 
many people have several health prob- 
lems and it would cost the insurance 
companies considerably more for 
them to help you get rid of all your 
aches and pains. And what that boils 
down to is higher premiums, and less 
pay for you. 


Our responsibility to you, though, 
is to get you well, period! First, we try 
to get you as much relief as possible; 
second, we try to stabilize your condi- 
tion to keep it from getting worse; and 
then third, we work out a course of 
care that will help to get you to your 
maximum correction. Let’s face it, 
every doctor wants his patients to feel 
good, not only right now, but years 
from now.
